GORONADO ENDED 


SETTLEMENT 
OF 
LITIGATION 


OVER BOUNDARIES CLEARS UP 


QUESTION OF WHOsOWNS THE 


PROPERTY. 


The News has th,e following com- 


munication which tells of the settle- 
ment of the litigation between S. H. 
Barber ana Mrs. Sarah McBlree, which 
has been a hindrance to the transfer 
of property in Coronado for some 
time: 


Two Disputes Settled 


We are glad to report the settle- 


ment of the long pending litigation 
between S. H. Barber of Coronado 
and Mrs. Sarah McElree and others, 
-and the like dispute between Walter 
L, Cooper and Mrs. McElree 
and 


'Others. 


The trouble arose over the loca-( 


tion and possession of lot 1, block 1, 
of the Walker Spanish grant, which 
all those parties claimed parts of. 
Mrs. McElree purchased this lot in 
1877, built a house on it and • lived 
there by herself and tenants for 30 
years. It was a strip 100 feet wide 
and running from river to ocean. It 
was largely unimproved, in common 
•with most other property there in 
early years. 


The New Smyrna Bridge company, 


some 15 or 20 years ago, bought lot 
2. block 1, joining lot 1 on the north. 
Lot 1 was the south 100 feet of the 
grant. 
The bridge company appears 


to have 
laid 
off and 
subdivided, 


through some error, a part of both 
lots 1 and 2, or, in other words, its 
subdivision was too far south, so as 
not to leave Mrs. McElree all of her 
100 feet. 
The location ot the south 


line of the grant 'has been in great 
dispute, nearly every surveyor in this 
part of the state having been called 
upon to try to locate the true line. No 
two of them quite agree. 
The dif- 


ference arose from the fact that when 
the United States surveyed the grant 
in 1S35 and 1S50 there were few bear- 
ing trees there. 
Only one tree is 


mentioned in the field notes, and that 
•was a cedar on the river bank. Long 
years ago that lone tree was washed 
away in a big storm and its location 
cannot now be accurately'determin"d. 


As improvements were made Mr. 


Barber, Mr. Cooper and others began 
to encroach on Mrs. McElree from the 
south, under title obtained to lands 
outside the grant, so that between the 
bridge company's grantees and those 
claiming on the south, Mrs. McElree 
had left but a few feet. She asserted 
her right and bitter litigation follow- 
ed, which has now ended. 


The parties 
and their 
attorneys 


have done the sensible thing. 
In- 


stead of spending all the land is 
worth in fees and costs, they have 
divided the land as nearly equally as 
possible. 
They have agreed i-n the 


conveyances that for purposes of set- 
tlement, the north line of lot 1 is the 
south line of lot 2, and that lot 1 is 
the 100 feet next south o£ the bridge 
company's land as originally laid out, 
and is the McElree land, as originally 
conveyed to her. This strip is to be 
divided 'up among the claimants. This 
settlement is final and will hold, be- 
cause all those encroaching on the 
McElree land on the south have join- 
ed in the deeds, and the bridge com- 
pany's grantees get all their deeds 
call for, which is 82 feet south of 
Flagler avenue, as originally laid out 
:and platted. 


This settlement Is far more reach- 


ing than appears on its face, for by 
it every one in the grant of 100 acres, 
where the town of Coronado is, holds 
the land his deed calls for. 


The settlement of the town prac- 


tically began on the bridge company's 
subdivision. 
Owners to the north, as 


the town grew, measured from the 
bridge company's plat as 
located. 


Honce it is true that if the bridge 
.company was too far south, as it Un- 
doubtedly was, no one north of^the 
bridge 
company's 
subdivision "was 


•wholly on the land his deed calls for. 
Except for this settlement as now 
made and the drawing of ttn needs as 
•now drawn by the interested parties, 
endless litigation and suits must have 
resulted. 


The parties at Coronado should ap 


predate the sacrifices made by Mr. 
Barber, Mr. Cooper and Mrs. Me- 
Elree to bring about this settlement, 
for each owner in the grant has ther 
by had his title-cleared. 


Ther" is no i.orson on earth who 


can sm-ee^fully question this par- 
tially arbitrary fi\ing of Hie grant 
Inn1, for it v,\is dourly shown in tlu1

ATTENDANCE OFFICER 


REPORTS CONDITIONS 


URGES THAT AGE LIMIT BE RAIS- 


ED FROM 14 TO 18 YEARS TO 


KEEP ALL THE BOYS IN THE 


SCHOOLS. 


At the special meeting of the coun- 


y school board held in Del&nd last 
Friday M. A. Galbreath, attendance 
officer, made a report of the com- 
pletion of the census of 15 special tax 
school disricts under the compulsory 
school 
attendance law. 
Mr. Gal- 


breath's report, given in detail with 
respect to each individual child, etc., 
was accompanied by the following let- 
ter: 


'Since I have had the honor of serv- 


ng you as attendance officer for the 
county, I have lost no time in taking 
he census of every child between the 
ages of six and 21 years in the 15 com- 
pulsory attendance districts of the 
county. In taking this census I have 
tried to be as accurate as I possibly 
could, under the conditions in which I 
have had to work. 


"In the cities, especially Daytona 


and DeLand, I found a great many of 
he homes locked up and the people 
;one away for the summer. In the 
smaller places and farming districts 
a great many of the homes were 
closed, due to the fact that all hands 
and the cook had gone to the harvest 
fields to gather the crops, hence I was 
unable to find them. However, under 
:he above conditions I herewith attach 
the census o£ the county for compul- 
sory school attendance, as per law, 
and report the following conditions as 


found them: 
"I. am astounded, or better say ex- 


asperated, to say the least, when I 
:ell you we have children in Volusia 
county who have never been to school 
n their lives, and some of them are 
now three times seven and with no 
lecessity for such conditions exist- 
ng, as their parents were able to have 
:hem sent to school. Some parents 
ook upon their children more as 
Beasts of burden than as their own 
offspring, and permit their future to 
>e blighted and their hopes crushed 
because of neglected opportunities 
:or any education. Yet, I have had 
some parents tell me that we do not 
need a compulsory attendance school 
:aw, and as far as they are concerned 
they intend to run their business1 to 
suit themselves, and will not appre- 
:iate any dictation as to what they 
do with their children, and if they 
want to take their children out of 
school'" that 
is their business, and 


courted interference. 


However, I am glad to report that 


I find most cases like the above to 
be vaporings from the fathers, while 
the mothers are mostly strongly in 
favor of thf enforcement of the com- 
pulsory attendance law to the letter, 
and contend that the law lacks some 
essential features, such as extended 
iimit of age or a certain grade to 
make. etc. 


"As the law is now, with the age 


limit at 14 years, the boy of today is 
easilyy led away from school and falls 
an easy prey to the lure of high wages 
and in many cases it meets with the 
approval of the father, who argues 
that because of the high cost of living 
he needs the support of the ch'ld and 
pacifies his wife by saying, "we will 
send him back to school later." But 
the chances are that unless the school 
makes it a business to see that the, 
child is made to go, he never,returns, 
and I am requested by many mothers 
to urge your honorable board to have 
the age limit raised to 18 years. I 
find a, large per cent of the children 
over 14 years working out to help sup- 
port the family, who, so far as they 
are concerned, have quit school, un- 
less the law is changed to cover 
these cases. 


"Thanks to the mothers, whose in- 


terests are with the children, the 
compulsory attendance law is a step 
toward better education for the chil- 
dren of today and succeeding gener- 
ations. 
I see no reason why the 


dreams of the mothers for the grad- 
uation of their 
children 
from 
the 


high schools of Volusia county can 
not be made true, and as your at- 
tendance officer, I beg of you to com- 
mand me to enforce the law as per 
chapter 6831, Laws of Florida. 


"Assuring you of my hearty co-op-

Let the people's response to the 


fourth Liberty Loan express the measures of their devotion to 
the ideals which have guided the country from its discovery 
until now, and of their determined purpose to defend them and 
guarantee their triumph. 


"For the purpose of participating in Liberty Day celebra- 


;ions, all employes of the federal government throughout the 
country, whose services can be spared, may be excused on 
Saturday, the 12'th day of October, for the entire day. 


"In witness whereof,'I have hereunto set my hand and

tember, in the year of our Lord One Thousand, Nineteen

ALL HOUSEHOLDERS MUST NOW 


SIGN APPLICATION WHEN PUR- 


CHASING THEIR PORTION OF 


PRODUCT. 


Below will be found a copy of the 


householder's application in purchas- 
ug sugar, now in effect. Under a re- 
:ent ruling the dealers may sell a two 
weeks' supply to residents of the city 
and thirty days' supply to residents 
three miles beyond the city limits. 


The two pounds per person per 


month will continue, as the supply of 
sugar is short and indiscriminate 
sales, or even a larger ration would 
soon exhaust the supply and would re- 
sult in a sugar famine. Through the 
wisdom of the food administration 
sugar is being portioned out equally, 
every person receiving the same al- 
lowance, and this is an insurance 
against the future. 


In future customers must sign a 


sugar application for every purchase 
made, filling in the address, the num- 
ber of persons in the family, includ- 
ing servants, and subscribe to a prom- 
ise not to attempt to purchase more 
than their legitimate portion of sugar. 


Through the small saving in each 


household hundreds of millions of 
pounds will be saved during the next 
few months. Estimating the popula-

SERIOUS FIRE WHICH WOMAN 


ATTEMPTS TO FIGHT IN HOUSE 


ALONE. 


Breaking a bottle of gasoline over 


the burning lamp in a chicken brood- 
er caused a blaze Wednesday which 
Mrs. Harper at Coronado attempted 
to extinguish, her clothing caught fire 
and she was so badly burned about 
the limbs and feet that she was hur- 
ried to the Shelter sanitorium for at- 
tention. She is getting along nicely 
now and will entirely recover from 
the effects. The house was complete- 
ly destroyed in the lire which fol- 
lowed. 


Mrs. Harper was living in the Mar- 


tin Kilduff house at the beach and 
was in the house alone at the time. 
At noon she reached up on a shelf 
over the brooder for a bottle of gaso- 
line with which to start a fire to pre- 
pare dinner, and as she lifted the bot- 
tle it broke, the contents falling on 
the burning lamp !n the brooder. The 
flare of fire which followed caught 
Mrs. Harper's clothing and before the 
blaze could be extinguished she was 
painfully burned. 


The cry of "flre" brought neighbors 


to her assistance and a few articles 
were removed from the house, which 
was completely burned.

DIERS RETURNED FROM THE

Hundreds of persons visited the war 
elics train during it two hours stop 
n the railroad yards here Wednesday 
afternoon, looked at the relics from, 
he battlefields of Europe and listened 
o the talks by the soldiers and others 
accompanying the train. The inclem- 
ency of the weather did not seem to 
keep any people away from the ex- 
hibit. 


The train arrived at 4:10 p. m. and 
emained for two hours, leaving at 
:10 for Titusvllle, where the night 


was spent. 


Immediately after the train hatT 


ieen placed it was opened for inspec- 
ion, some of the accompanying sol- 
iers acting as guides while others 
ook the platform and addressed the 
rowd around the train. 
American, French, English and Ital- 


an soldiers formed the train detach- 
ment and they brought stirring mes- 
ages from the blood-soaked trenches 
f France and Belgium. They made 
no pretense to oratory, but in plain, 
imple language told of the titanic 
.truggle and of the stupendous sac- 
iflces that France, Belgium, England 
.nd Italy have made to preserve lib- 
:rty to the world. 


One fact that all impressed upon. 


heir hearers was that America must 
low take the leading place in the war 
.ad crush the Hun menace. ^ They re- 
terated that the war is tar from 
ron—that the Hun is unbeaten and 
till has tremendous resources in men, 
and equipment. They expressed a 
ery high respect for thfe Hun war 
machine and disabused the minds of 
he audience of the illusion that the 
ecent successes mean that Germany 
s crumbling and the rest of the war 
vill, mean an easy advance on Berlin. 
They told of the toll that had been. 
exacted from the families of the en- 
ente nations and of the stupendous 
expenditures of money. 


A French officer spoke, his broken. 


English being difficult to understand, 
rat he addressed a sympathetic au- 
dience and his gestures were easily 
nterpreted. 
He mentioned having 


been transferred 
to 
the American 


orce after fighting three years with 
his own countrymen. He paid a high. 
ribute to the gallant work of the 
American boys. 


A representative of the Y. M. C. A. 


made a stirring talk, urging 
the 


hronr to buy Liberty Bonds. He told 
lis a^Jience that the war id not yet 
over , nd that Germany is not' yet 
whipped. He told the people that they 
must support our soldiers and tin 
vay to do it is to buy bonds. 


All the speakers urged the buying 


bonds as the duty of the home 


army. When f'e sale of bonds was 
started the soldiers and members of 
the local chapter of the Red Cross 
worked among the people, taking or- 
ders, and the results of the soliciting 
was later announced to the crowd as 
the names and amounts of the sub- 
scriptions were written down on the 
platform. 
The total amount of the 


pledges was $44,400, or more than 
half of New Smyrna's quota of $72,500 
for the liberty loan. All arrangements 
for the visit of the train were made 
by John T. Hammond, local district 
chairman.

The exhibit of war relics was very 


interesting, including several pieces 
of heavy ordnance captured from the 
Germans, 
also French 
guns 
used 


against the boches. Minewerfers, gas 
shell guns, machine guns, trench mor- 
tars, shells ranging in calibre from 
the three-inch to the monster 14- 
inch death dealer, formed a part ot 
the exhibit. A captured German air- 
plane, bombs of every description and 
a general collection ol war parapher- 
nalia gave the people an Insight into 
the implements of destruction used in 
this war. 


Guides escorted the people over 


the train, pointing out and explaining 
the various weapons. The latter were 
all tagged, so one could tell at a 
glance the character of the gun. the 
size of the shell or bomb. 
Many of 


the school children were escorted over 
the train and thoy will long remember 
the exhibit.

TITLES DISPUTE IN 


CORONADO ENDED 


SETTLEMENT 
OF 
LITIGATION 


OVER BOUNDARIES CLEARS UP 


QUESTION OF WHOsOWNS THE 


PROPERTY. 


The News has th,e following com- 


munication which tells of the settle- 
ment of the litigation between S. H. 
Barber ana Mrs. Sarah McBlree, which 
has been a hindrance to the transfer 
of property in Coronado for some 
time: 


Two Disputes Settled 


We are glad to report the settle- 


ment of the long pending litigation 
between S. H. Barber of Coronado 
and Mrs. Sarah McElree and others, 
-and the like dispute between Walter 
L. Cooper and Mrs. McElree 
and 


-others. 


The trouble arose over the loca-. 


tion and possession of lot 1, block 1, 
of the Walker Spanish grant, which 
all those parties claimed parts of. 
Mrs. McElree purchased this lot in 
1877, 
built a house on it and • lived 


there by herself and tenants for 30 
years. It was a strip 100 feet wide 
and running from river to ocean. It 
was largely unimproved, in common 
"with most other property there in 
early years. 


The New Smyrna Bridge company, 


some 15 or 20 years ago, bought lot 
2. block 1, joining lot 1 on the north. 
Lot 1 was the south 100 feet of the 
grant. The bridge company appears 
to have 
laid 
off and 
subdivided, 


through some error, a part of both 
lots 1 and 2, or, in other words, its 
subdivision was too far south, so as 
not to leave Mrs. McElree all of her 
100 feet. The location ot the south 
line of the grant 'has been in great 
dispute, nearly every surveyor in this 
part of the state having been called 
upon to try to locate the true line. No 
two of them quite agree. 
The dif- 


ference arose from the fact that when 
the United States surveyed the grant 
in 1S35 and 1S50 there were few bear- 
ing trees there. 
Only one tree is 


mentioned in the field notes, and that 
•was a cedar on the river bank. Long 
years ago that lone tree was washed 
away in a big storm and its location 
cannot now be accurately'determin"d. 


As improvements were made Mr. 


Barber, Mr. Cooper and others began 
to encroach on Mrs. McElree from the 
south, under title obtained to lands 
outside the grant, so that between the 
bridge company's grantees and those 
claiming on the south, Mrs. McElree 
had left but a few feet. She asserted 
her right and bitter litigation follow- 
ed, which has now ended. 


The parties 
and their 
attorneys 


have done the sensible thing. 
In- 


stead of spending all the land is 
worth in fees and costs, they have 
divided the land as nearly equally as 
possible. 
They have agreed ill the 


conveyances that for purposes of set- 
tlement, the north line of lot 1 is the 
south line of lot 2, and that lot 1 is 
the 100 feet next south of the bridge 
company's land as originally laid out, 
and is the McElree land, as originally 
conveyed to her. This strip is to be 
divided up among the claimants. This 
settlement is final and -will hold, be- 
cause all those encroaching on the 
McElree land on the south have join- 
ed in the deeds, and the bridge com- 
pany's grantees get all their deeds 
call for, which is 82 feet south of 
Flagler avenue, as originally laid out 
:and platted. 


This settlement Is far more reach- 


ing than appears on its face, for by 
it every one in the grant of 100 acres, 
where the town of Coronado is, holds 
the land his deed calls for. 


The settlement of the town prac- 


tically began on the bridge company's 
subdivision. Owners to the north, as 
the town grew, measured from the 
bridge company's plat as 
located. 


Honce it is true that if the bridge 
.company was too far south, as it 'jn- 
_doubtedly was, no one north of^the 
bridge 
company's 
subdivision "was 


•wholly on the land his deed calls for. 
Except for this settlement as now 
made and the drawing of Kn deeds as 
-now drawn by the interested parties, 
endless litigation and suits must have 
resulted. 


The parties at Coronado should ap 


predate the sacrifices made by Mr. 
Barber, Mr. Cooper and Mrs. Mo- 
Elree to bring about this settlement, 
for each owner in the grant has ther 
by had his title-cleared.

ATTENDANCE OFFICER 


REPORTS CONDITIONS 


URGES THAT AGE LIMIT BE RAIS- 


ED FROM 14 TO 18 YEARS TO 


KEEP ALL THE BOYS IN THE 


SCHOOLS. 


At the special meeting of the coun- 


ty school board held in Del&nd last 
Friday M. A. Galbreath, attendance 
officer, made a report of the com- 
pletion of the census of 15 special tax 
school disricts under the compulsory 
school attendance law. 
Mr. Gal- 


breath's report, given in detail with 
respect to each individual child, etc., 
was accompanied by the following let- 
ter: 


"Since I have had the honor of serv- 


ng you as attendance officer for the 
county, I have lost no time in taking 
ie census of every child between the 
ages of six and 21 years in the 15 com- 
pulsory attendance districts of the 
county. In taking this census I have 
tried to be as accurate as I possibly 
could, under the conditions in which I 
have had to work. 


"In the cities, especially Daytona 


and DeLand, I found a great many of 
:he homes locked up and the people 
gone away for the summer. In the 
smaller places and farming districts 
a great many of the homes were 
losed, due to the fact that all hands 
and the cook had gone to the harvest 
fields to gather the crops, hence I was 
unable to find them. However, under 
the above conditions I herewith attach 
the census o£ the county for compul- 
sory school attendance, as per law, 
and report the following conditions as 
I found them: 


"I. am astounded, or better say ex- 


asperated, to say the least, when I 
:ell you we have children in Volusia 
county who have never been to school 
n their lives, and some of them are 
now three times seven and with no 
necessity for such conditions exist- 
ing, as their parents were able to have 
them sent to school. Some parents 
look upon their children more as 
Deasts of burden than as their own 
offspring, and permit their future to 
;>e blighted and their hopes crushed 
because of neglected opportunities 
:or any education. Yet, I have had 
some parents tell me that we do not 
need a compulsory attendance school 
:aw, and as far as they are concerned 
they intend to run their business1 to 
suit themselves, and will not appre- 
:iate any dictation as to what they 
do with their children, and if they 
want to take their children out of 
school'" that is their business, and 
courted interference. 


However, I am glad to report that 


I find most cases like the above to 
be vaporings from the fathers, while 
the mothers are mostly strongly in 
favor of tlif enforcement of the com- 
pulsory attendance law to the letter, 
and contend that the law lacks some 
essential features, such as extended 
limit of age or a certain grade to 
make. etc. 


"As the law is now, with the age 


limit at 14 years, the boy of today is 
easilyy led away from school and falls 
an easy prey to the lure of high wages 
and in many cases it meets with the 
approval of the father, who argues 
that because of the high cost of living 
he needs the support of the ch'ld and 
pacifies his wife by saying, "we will 
send him back to school later." But 
the chances are that unless the school 
makes it a business to see that the. 
child is made to go, he never,returns, 
and I am requested by many mothers 
to urge your honorable board to have 
the age limit raised to 18 years. 
I 


find a, large per cent of the children 
over 14 years working out to help sup- 
port the family, who, so far as they 
are concerned, have quit school, un- 
less the law is changed to cover 
these cases. 


"Thanks to the mothers, whose in- 


terests are with the children, the 
compulsory attendance law is a step 
toward better education for the chil- 
dren of today and succeeding gener- 
ations. 
I see no reason why the 


dreams of the mothers for the grad- 
uation of their children 
from 
the 


high schools of Volusia county can 
not be made true, and as your at- 
tendance officer, I beg of you to com- 
mand me to enforce the law as per 
chapter 6831, Laws of Florida.

householder's application in purchas- 
ing sugar, now in effect. Under a re- 
cent ruling the dealers may sell a two 
weeks' supply to residents of the city 
and thirty days' supply to residents 
three miles beyond the city limits. 


The two pounds per person per 


month will continue, as the supply of 
sugar is short and indiscriminate 
sales, or even a larger ration would 
soon exhaust the supply and would re- 
ult in a sugar famine. Through the 
wisdom of the food administration 
sugar is being portioned out equally, 
every person receiving the same al- 
lowance, and this is an insurance 
against the future. 


In future customers must sign a 


sugar application for every purchase 
made, filling in the address, the num- 
ber of persons in the family, iaclud- 
ing servants, and subscribe to a prom- 
ise not to attempt to purchase more 
than their legitimate portion of sugar. 


Through the small saving in each 


household hundreds of millions of 
pounds will be saved during the next 
few months.

Hundreds of persons visited the war 


relics train during it two hours stop 
in the railroad yards here Wednesday 
afternoon, looked at the relics from. 
the battlefields of Europe and listened 
to the talks by the soldiers and others 
accompanying the train. The inclem- 
ency of the weather did not seem to 
keep any people away from the ex- 
hibit. 


The train arrived at 4:10 p. m. and 


remained for two hours, leaving at 
6:10 for Titusvllle, where the night 
was spent. 


Immediately after the train hatT 


been placed it was opened for inspec- 
tion, some of the accompanying sol- 
diers acting as guides while others 
took the platform and addressed tha 
crowd around the train. 


American, French, English and Ital- 


ian soldiers formed the train detach- 
ment and they brought stirring mes- 
sages from the blood-soaked trenches 
of France and Belgium. They made 
no pretense to oratory, but in plain, 
simple language told of the titanic 
struggle and of the stupendous sac- 
rifices that France, Belgium, England 
and Italy have made to preserve lib- 
erty to the world. 


One fact that all impressed upon. 


:heir hearers was that America must 
now take the leading place in the war 
and crush the Hun menace. ^ They re- 
terated that the war is tar from 
von—that the Hun is unbeaten and 
til! has tremendous resources in men 
and equipment. They expressed a 
•ery high respect for thfe Hun war 
machine and disabused the minds of 
lie audience of the illusion that the 
recent successes mean that Germany 
s crumbling and the rest of the war 
vill, mean an easy advance on Berlin. 
They told of the toll that had been, 
axacted from the families of the en- 
,ente nations and of the stupendous 
jxpenditures of money. 


A French officer spoke, his broken 


English being difficult to understand, 
rat he addressed a sympathetic au- 
dience and his gestures were easily 
nterpreted. 
He mentioned having 


been transferred 
to 
the American 


'orce after fighting three years with 
his own countrymen. He paid a high. 
tribute to the gallant work of the 
American boys. 


A representative of the Y. M. C. A. 


made a stirring talk, urging 
the 


:hronr to buy Liberty Bonds. He told 
lis a^Jience that the war id not yet 
over , nd that Germany is not' yet 
whipped. He told the people that tliey 
must support our soldiers and tin 
way to do it is to buy bonds. 


All the speakers urged the buying 


bonds as the duty of the home 


army. When f'e sale of bonds was 
started the soldiers and members of 
the local chapter of the Red Cross 
worked among the people, taking or- 
ders, and the results of the soliciting 
was later announced to the crowd as 
the names and amounts of the sub- 
scriptions were written down on the 
platform. 
The total amount of the 


pledges was $44,400, or more than 
half of New Smyrna's quota of $72,500 
for the liberty loan. All arrangements 
for the visit of the train were made 
by John T. Hammond, local district 
chairman.

The exhibit of war relics was very 


interesting, including several pieces 
of heavy ordnance captured from the 
Germans, 
also French 
guns 
used 


against the boches. Minewerfers, gas 
shell guns, machine guns, trench mor- 
tars, shells ranging in calibre from 
the three-inch to the monster 14- 
inch death dealer, formed a part ot 
the exhibit. A captured German air- 
plane, bombs of every description and 
a general collection ol war parapher- 
nalia gave the people an insight into 
the implements of destruction used in 
this war. 


Guides escorted the people over 


the train, pointing out and explaining 
the various weapons. The latter were 
all tagged, so one could tell at a 
glance the character of the gun. the 
size of the shell or bomb. Many of 
the school children were escorted over 
the train and thoy will long remember 
the exhibit.
